DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first action allowance for application no. 10/039,686 filed on October 29, 
2001 in which claims 1-22 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The present claims include novel and unobvious features in that the examiner 
was unable to find in several prior art searches. "The MPEG-4 Fine-Grained Scalable 
Video Coding Method fro Multimedia Streaming Over IP" by Radha et al. teaches the 
use of Frequency Weighting for adjusting the encoding of the enhancement layer (Page 
59 Section III. FGS CODING WITH ADATIVE QUANTIZATION, Fig. 14). US Patent 
Application Publication US2003/0058936 to Peng et al. teaches the Frequency 
Weighting can be replaced with the quantizer value from the Base Layer Encoder 
(Paragraph [0023]-[0027], Fig. 3). Radha and Peng do not teach the generating 
average discrete cosine transform residuals for a sample video frame encoded both at a 
predetermined base layer bit-rate and at approximately three times the predetermined 
base layer bit-rate. Where approximately three times is taken to be that described on 
page 7 lines 17-21 of the Disclosure. Radha and Peng further do not teach the 
selection of a frequency weighting matrix from a plurality of frequency weighting 
matrices based on a scene characteristic as claimed in claim 12. These features taken 
with the others in the claims define over the prior art.
